The Full Court this morning made absolute: 
an order of certiorari and quashed an order for 
the conviction of Ho Ho, a doctor of medicine, on 
two charges of possession of Penicillin and Part I 


The Court, comprising the Acting Chief 
Justice, Mr Justice J. R. Gregg, and Mr Justice 
James Wicks, held that to allow the pleas of guilty 
by defendant to stand would be a denial of natural 
justice in the circumstances of the case. 


Crown Counsel submitted 
that on tha strength of the re- 
cord, It appeared at the defen- 
dant did admit the facta in his 
statement to the Maulstrate and 
that consequently a conviction 
was registered, He quoted from 
legal authorities in support of 
his contenticns.
